During  March  92*8$  of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $5-25 
per  cwt . with  a butt erf at  differential  of  7*5  cents  and  7*2$  was  priced  in  Class 
II  at  $3.19  per  cwt . with  a butterfat  differential  of  6.7  cents.  The  percent  of 
producer  skim  and  butterfat  priced  in  Class  I was  93*5$  and  76.8 $ respectively. 
Base  milk  was  95*0$  and  excess  milk  was  5*0$  of  the  total  producer  deliveries. 

All  excess  milk  and  2-3 $ base  milk  was  priced  in  Class  II  and  97-7 $ of  base  milk 
was  priced  in  Class  I. 


The  daily  average  deliveries  of  producer  milk  during  March  decreased  5-6$ 
compared  with  February  and  decreased  2.8$  compared  with  March  1959-  The  daily 
average  use  of  Class  I milk  decreased  0.3 $ compared  with  February  and  increased 
9.8$  compared  with  March  1959-  The  daily  average  base  delivered  was  88.5$  of  the 
established  base.
